The question * whether the 
cinema should rely on stories 
written for the sereen or an 
literature has frequently been 
discussed. There are points in 
favour of both the original and 
the ndapted story, and cach has 
pinycd its part in contemporary 
film making In Britain. 

Two original screenplays of 
very different type which have 
become world successes are “The 
Seventh Veil”, written by its pro-- 
ducer, Sydney Box, and his wife, 
and “Hue and Cry”, written by 
T.E.B, Clarke for Ealing Studios. 

On the other hand, the use of 
screen versions of literary works, 
whether plays‘or novels, is an old 
established tradition. Even film 
producers before 1914 combed the 
whole of literature, Including the 
Bible and Homer, for their two 
and three-ree] film dramas. - 

Todny there are three ways of 
approaching this question. 

The first and most obvious is 
to acquire the screen rights of 
either a bestselling novel or of 
an outstanding stage success. The 
producer is less conterned with 
its suitability for sercening than 
with exploiting its popularity. 

Immortals And Cinema 

The second type of screen ver- 
sion, an ambitious attempt to 
adapt the Immortal works of 
great pocts and writers, is per- 
haps the most important of all. 

Hero Is the highest mission 

of the cinema, to take to mil- 

Hons of cinemagoers of 

countrles the finest treasures 

of world literature which most 
of them would otherwjse have 
never known. 

Two outstanding examples in 
recent years have been the screen 
ndaptations of Shakespeare's play 
“King Henry V,." and Charles 
Dickens’ novel great Expecta- 
tlons.” Their reception® all over 
the world showed that there were 
vast audiences in every continent 
eager to see an immortal English 
novel, or a Shakespeare play per- 
formed in the English way. 

An alternative to this second 
type of screen adaptation is the 
selection of lesser known plays|
